There is no information available on the state of eouipment at the 
Bawdwin mines except as indicated by the reported production plans. 
Extraction activities were resumed at the Bawdwin mines on a small 
scale during September 1952. The new joint corporation hopes to\build 
production to 8,000 tons of ore per month with available equipment, 
once transport service is restored on a regular basis and training of 
indigenous labor by former Gurkha miners is completed. Eight thousand 
tons per month is the capacity of the smelter located at Jantu. 


2. What is the extent of de-flooding at Bawdwin mines? (0). >. 


The water was pumped out of all except the bottom level {of 12 
levels) of the mine according to a report dated August 1951. A report 
dated July 1952 agrees with this except that it indicates 1, levels.

Basic repairs on the Mandalay~-lashio rail line were completed in 
1951, although interruptions are frequent due to insurgent activity 
The Mandalay-Maymyo section is believed to be in operation. =; 
4. What is the state of equipment at Mawchi mines?

5- What are the estimated stocks of ore left at Mawchi? 


At the time the mine closed down because of insurgent activity 
(June 1919) there were about 00 tons of ore on the surface; this has 
all been stolen over the past three years.
